The vote to over-ride was 53 to 28, one vote less than the 


two-thirds required.

Six lots of calves have also been 
experimental deeding tests since 


st October, and will be shown to

Two hog and sheep feeding projects 


have been under way as a part ot the 
project tests. 
, 


Interest in these tests will bring 
parties from Kansas. Missouri. Iowa 
and. South Dakota, as well as from 
this state, according to Professor II. 
J. Gramlich, head of the animal hus- 
bandry department. 
The age test has, been run to show 
the relative profit in feeding calves, 
yearlings, two-year olds and three- 
year olds each year. The three year 
average is expected to show conclu- 
sively the effects of age upon gain 
and profit In sales. This season's test 
will be tof special interest to feeders, 
"because this has ben the only year 
of the test when heavy cattle have 
sold at 
a 
premium 
over 
lighter 


grades." Prof. Gramlich declared. 
. The cattle, fed 200 days in each an- 
nual test, went on feed in November 
of each vear, and came off just be- 
fore the"'annual feeders day. 
Ten 


steers are in each of the four lots. 
They have been 
weighed and 
ap- 
praised every 25 dais, so that the Je, 
partment has been able to tell at just 
what period irr the test each lot could 
have been sold at the greater prolit. 


One half of these lota will be mar- 


keted just after the feeders day and 
the other half'will be fed 100 days 
more. ^

Another test will be conducted this 


year with steers on alfalfa nnd 


shelled i-o~n. The^e steers wtH be in 
the yards on feeders day, so that the 
visitors may observe them before they 
go on. feed.

THE FARMERS' ANSWER. 
i 


The International Farm Congress of America gives 


its answer to the politicians, who just before election, 
are now turning heaven and earth 'to do something to 
help the downtrodden agriculturalist. 


The answer is surprising in its simplicity. 
The fundamental cure is not found In legislation, 


the Farm Congress declares. The farmer has his own 
salvation (n his own hands.1 What ia •most urgently 
needed at this time, it is declared, is a balanced agri- 
culture. Too many farms are bringing m little revenue 
except the check for the ^\heat crop. "What is needecX 
is a program, generally followed, which will bring in 
tevenue each week of the year, to supplement the wheat 
check. 


Following- Is the.' answer which the Farm Congress 


has made to this pre-election activity of the politician. 


"If agriculture is again to be placed in a position of 
economic equalit>, the basic causes of the present jsit- 
isation must bo removed. Nothing- less will afford sub- 
stantial or permanent relief. 


"The 
-principat trouble is in the wheat belt. 
Its 
farmers are depressed by the low comparative price of 
their chief product, and by the Increased costs of prod- 
uction and marketing. The reaction upon all agriculture, 
and consequently upon business in general, is unmis- 
takably bad. This leactlon extends far 
beyond 
the 
limits of the wheat belt proper. It constitutes a national 
problem —economic, industrial and political. 


"The 
agriculture of the wheat belt is out of balance 
There are too many farms that bring1 in little revenue 
except the annual check for the wheat crop. And this 
has gone on for too many years. The very"soil is tired, 
and its tillers are worn out by the hopeless effort to 
make more acies of wheat spell moie dollars. 


"The time has passed when wheat could carry all the 
overhead of a farm, supply the family with money to buy 
the food supplies for the year, and pay the costs of its 
own production and marketing. That time may never 
come again; certainly It will not until the United States 
ceases to be a wheat exporting country. Under present 
conditions, the domestic price Is based on the world price, 
and tariff protection can at best be but partially effec- 
tire. 


"The 
American wheat grower cannot compete with the 
cheap land, cheap labor and lower transportation costs 
of other countries, unless he can take part' of the over- 
head expenses of his farm off his wheat crop. 
"What la needed is a program, generally followed, 
which will bring in revenue e\ ery week in the year, to 
supplement the wheat check. Poultry, dairy cows and 
oVher live stock will do this. It will also lai-Rely supply 
the home table, and convert the farm into well rounded 
out economic, unit. Such a program will provide twelve 
months* productive employment each year, 
Instead of 
three or four 
The resultant 
lessened production of 
wheat will bring that cro-p within the domestic require- 
ments, where it belongs, thus making the tariff effective. 
and Increasing the price in conformity with the law of 
supply and demand. 
"Furthermore, thera are other crops, such as sugar 
beeta, flax, oil-producing beans, and many others, the 
products of which are Imported in large quantities be- 
cause the domestic supply ia Inadequqate. The acreage 
of these should be increased in place of wheat. 
"It is not overproduction so much as unbalanced 
production that Is the trouble with our agriculture."
